A FINE SELECTION of that the Ottoman Porte has consented to 
the passage of Russian Volunteer Cruisers 
through the Dardanelles will be made the 
subject of much newspaper criticism, in 
view of the fact that, towards the close of 
last month, the Porte, in consequence of 
the British protest, is reported to have in- 
formed. Russia, through her Ambassador, 
that po more vessels of such a type would be 
permitted to pass the Straits. ‘Turkey owns 
the territory on both sides of the narrow 
outlet into the Mediterranean, and the Sultan 
is bound to forbid the ships of war of 
foreign powers entering not only the Dar 
danelles, but also the’ Bosphorus. In the 
treaty concluded between the five great Powers 
and Turkey in 1841 it was provided that 
no man-of-war belonging to any nation save 
Turkey should be allowed to pass the Straits 
without the express consent of ‘Turkey, and 
that all merchant ships should be required 
to show their papers to the Ottoman autho- 
rities. These provisions were confirmed at 
London in 1871 and at Berlin in 1878. We 
recollect that nearly two yearsago the British 
Ambassador at the Porte lodged a protest 
because four Russian torpede-boat destroyers 
passed through the Dardanelles on their 
way to the Black Sea. It was then ‘held 
that Such a proceeding constituted a viola- 
tion of the international treaties under 
which the Dardanelles are closed against 
the warships of all nations. . According to 
the views of those at home the character of a 
battleship or cruiser is in no way altered by 
the fact that it has been disarmed and flies 
a flay of commerce. ‘There is no concealing 
the fact. ‘To take guns off a erniser and 
hoist a commercial Hag nv more makes ita 
merchant ship than aman would be harm- 
less who takes his weapon one day and 
brings bis ammunition the ext.
